MISAWA  (Kyodo)—Foreign 
Minister Alichiro Fujiyama re- 
turned to typhoon-battered 
Japan yesterday and immediate- 
ly declared that he could not 
disclose the nature of his con- 
yersation in New York with 
British Foreign Secreterv~ Sel- 
wvyn Lioyd. 

Fujivame, whose Tokyo-bound 
NWA plane was diverted to Mi- 
sawa Airport in Aomori Prefec- 
ture, became the center of a 
political storm when Japanese 
newspapers earlier this week 
reported that Fujivama and 
Liovd had “agreed” that the 
offshore islands belong to Red 
China. 


The local press had attributed 
the report to off-the-record state- 
ments allegedly made by Fuji- 
yama to a group of Japanese 
newsmen o New York. 

Yesterday, however, Fujiyama 
toid heiietaire at the airport that 
he had “never” divulged “any- 
thing whatsoever” of his conver- 
sation with Lloyd. 

The Foreign Minister added: 
“It is true that I had a frank 
talk with Foreign Minister 
Lloyd on the Quemoy question, 
but I cannot reveal the contents 
without approval by the British 
Foreign Secretary.” 

Fujiyama, who is due to ar- 
rive at Tokyo. International Air- 
port at 8 a.m. today, also said 
he would “like” to start nego- 
tiations with the United States 
for-a revision of the Security 
Treaty “early in October.” 

“Whether it will be a partial 
or total revision depends on 
the outcome of the negotia- 
tions,” he added. 

The Foreign Minister em- 
phasized that he would do his 
best “to promote the independ- 
ence of Japan in securing a 
treaty revision.”

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Big Foreign 
Currency 
Budget OK’d 


By Cabinet 


The Government yesterday 
fixed the foreign currency budl- 
get for the second half (October- 
March) of fiscal 1958 at a total 
of $2,213,620,000, or an increase 


of $154,478,000 over that for 
the first half. 

The budget, approved at a 
meeting of the Cabinet Minis- 
ters concerned yesterday morn- 
ing, sets aside $1,757 million, 
including a $200 million reserve, 
for the import of goods and 


$456,620,000 for invisibie trade 
payments. 

The budget, compiled on the 
basis of an official estimate that 
mining and manufacturing out- 
put in the second half would 
rise 6.5 per cent over the first 
half, provides abundant funds 
to secure necessary raw mate- 
rials for e whggen production. 

Despite e abundant appro- 
priations for imports, the Gov- 
ernment estimates that Japan's 
international accounts will see 
a favorable balance of $100 mil- 
lion during the second half of 
fiscal 1958. The favorable bal- 
ance in the first half is estimat- 
ed at some $220 million. 

The second half-year budget 
is highlighted by a sharp slash 
in raw cotton imports § and 
restriction on import of crude 
oil with a view to coping with 
the depression in industries 
concerned. 

Another feature is a big cut 
in the purchase of foreign rice 
in view of the expected bumper 
crop of rice in Japan this year. 

The $456,620,000 appropria- 
tions for invisible trade pay- 
ments, including a $50 million 
reserve, represent an increase 
of $25,478,000 over the first 
half-year and $99,356,000 over 
the second half of fiscal 1957, 

Of the invisible trade figure, 


payments for transportation 
amount to $124,500,000, or 
$11,390,000 less than the first 


half-year. The decrease is at- 
tributed to a decline in marine 
freightage and transport of 
more import goods by Japa- 
nese ships. 

Payments in short-term trans- 
actions account for $62,771,000 
or almost the same asthe. first 
half-year, as the Government 
intends to repay one half of 
the $125 million loan of the 
International Monetary Fund 
in the first half-year and the 
rest in the second half-year. 


Excess Expected 


International Trade and In- 


dustry Minister Tatsunosuke 
Takasaki estimated, yesterday 
Japan's international acceunt 
this year would score an excess 
receint of more than $400 
million. 


In a press interview following 
a regular Cabinet session yester- 
day Takasaki said the Govern- 
ment under the October-March 
import budget expected to see a 
$100-million excess receipt. 

He believed the total favor- 
able balance would grow fur- 
ther and reach more than $400 
million during fiscal 1958. 

Takasaki expressed fears, how- 
ever, that Japan would not be 
able to buy all the goods ear- 
marked for import in the new 
foreign currency: budget. 

He said since the world mar 
ket is generally easy, now was 
the time to import raw materi- 
als at low prices.

SEOUL (UPI)—North Korea 
has deployed “large caliber can- 
nons” capable of firing atomic 
warheads along the truce line, 
the newspaper Chosun Ilbo re- 
ported Friday. 

The paper quoted ROK army 
intelligence sources as saying 
the cannons were moved to 
frontlines near Kaesung and the 
central sector after the Taiwan 
crisis heightened last Aug, 2 

There were no further details 
available on the North Korean 
move. 


Dulles Belittles Trade 


Reds Covet Japan as 


NEW YORK (AP)—U,S. Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles said Thursday Com- 
munist China is seeking to domi- 
mate the western Pacific and con- 
vert Japan into a workshop for 
the Sino-Soviet world. 

In a major address before the 
Far East-America council of 
Commerce and Industry, he la- 
beled Chinese Communist trade 
Offers as “largely political bait.” 

Affirming the soundness of the 
U.S, total embargo on trade with 
the Peiping regime, he _ said 
developments in the Far East 
show that Communist China 
wants to bulid up a war ma- 
used against 
the United States. 

Dulles said that the United 
States accepted some liberaliza- 
tion of the international list of 
strategic goods banned for sale 
to the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China. This was done, 


he added, at the behest of the 
U.S. allies who do trade with 
Peiping. 


He said, however, that relaxa- 


: 


tion of strategic controls last 
summer has not brought an 4n- 
crease in China trade. 

“Actually,” he said, “China 
trade is meager because China 
Communist foreign exchange 
possibilities are limited and used 
largely for war purposes.” Dulles 
pledged U.S. support will be con- 
tinued to Asian countries in an 
effort to help new governments 
improve economic conditions for 
their people. 


“We must help other free so- 
cieties to demonstrate § that 
human freedom and economic 
welfare can go hand-in hand, 
and that it is not necessary to 
sacrifice human freedom in or- 
der to achieve material advance- 
ment.” 


Dulles said the United States 
feels the time has come for na- 
tions to make “an unusual and 
significant effort ...to help eco- 
nomic growth throughout the 
bse!

He also said the time had 
come for an increase in the 
capital of the World Bank 
which has invested more than 
$1,000 million dollars in Asia. 

Dulles was less encouraging 
on the prospect for a regional 
industrial development institu- 
tion for Asia, ‘although the 
United States is backing such 
an institution for Latin Ameri- 
ca and the Middle East. 


“In the cases of most of the 
Asian countries,” he said, “there 
are Well established, success- 
fully bilateral relationships 
Which are internationally co- 
ordinated, notably through what 
is called the Colombo Plan.” 


Dulles noted with regret 
that U.S. aspirations to improve 
trade relations and economic 
development are being obstruct- 
ed by what he termed the “ever 
présent danger of aggression.’

FUKUOKA (Kyodo) — Four- 
teen coal miners were killed 
and four others were severely 
burned in a gas explosion late 
Thursday night at the Onobori 
maine of the Ikemoto Mining ie 
it the citv of Vameda, Fukuok 
Prefecture. 


The explosion occurred about 
11:30 p.m. some 1,000 feet from 
the entrance of the mine. Rota- 
tion of the second and third 
shifts at the mine was going 
on at the time. 

The victims were the last 18 
men of the second shift who 
were on their way up. 

Rescue teams, wearing gas 
masks, brought out the bodies 
of the 14 men by 7:20 a.m. yes- 
terday. They were burned be- 
yond recognition. 

The explosion is believed to 
have been caused by sparks 
from the conveyor motor which 
ignited carbon monoxide and 
methane gas, accumulated due 
to faulty ventilation. 

The Onobori mine had been

On America’s refusal to recog- 
nize Peiping. he said: “Were 
the United States now to extend 
general diplomatic recognition 
to the Chinese Communist re- 
gime,”’ Dulles said, “this would 
be of immense help to them in 
carrying out their Asian policy.” 

And on admitting Peiping Into 
the U.N. “lf the Chinese Com- 
munist regime were brought 
into the United Nations, they 
> would have shot their way in.” 

Turning to Red China's threat 
to invade Nationalist-held Que- 
mov and other offshore islands 
in the Taiwan Strait. Dulles 
conceded “the. offshore islands 
do not constitute an ideal de- 
fensive pasition.” 

But he compared the issue to 
the 1948 Soviet blockade of 
Berlin. 

He said: “Berlin is militariiv 
indefensible,” and yet, the Unit- 
ed States and its allies “have 
risked war, and stand commit- 
te. today to risk war, rather 
than surrender Berlin.” 

The United States has 
fense pact with 
China, Dulles said, and Russia 
has one with Red China. But 
while the United States urges 
peaceful solution, “the Soviet 
Union is aiding and abetting the 
Chinese Communists in a use of 
force,” Dulles said. 

“Once exceptions are begun 
to be made,” he said, “that 
marks the breakdown of the 
peaceful order sought to be es- 
tablished by the principles of 
the United Nations.’ 

Dulles said Red China and 
Russia publicly have 
any ceasefire settlement. 
said they demand Taiwan itself 
and complete . withdrawal of 
U.S. forces from the western 
Pacific.

The Government plans to set 
up a permanent over-all youth 


policy next yvear to solve the 
problem of juvenile  delin- 
quency. 


At the suggestion of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party, the 
Government wants to spend 
¥2,000 million to combat delin- 
quency in the next fiscal year. 
This is four times as much as 
the amount for the current year. 

The proposed policy is now 
being studied by the Central 
Youth Problems Deliberative 
Council of the Prime Minister's 
Office and other Government 
agencies, 

The project calls for the estab- 
lishment of a national youth 
center and youth hostels, pub- 
lication of books and magazines 
and a nationwide survey of 
youth activities.

Kissinger Tells of 
‘KeepMum Threats

The star defense witness in 
Joseph P. Crowley's manslaught- 
er trial swore yesterday that 
two anonymous callers threaten- 
ed him with his life if he went 
to Japan to testify. 

Frederick M. Kissinger, a 62- 
year-old Brandywine, Md. ac- 
countant made he sensational 
disclosure as he wound up four 
days of testimony in Crowley's 


behalf. Crowley is charged 
with fatally beating his brother- 
in-law, Connecticut socialite 


T. A. D. Jones Jr. 


“One man said that if I went 
to Japan to testify I would go 
home the same way Mr. Jones 
went home,” Kissinger told To- 
kyo District Court. 

Jones died in his suite in the 
Imperial Hotel last May 8 of 
a cerebral hemorrhage. His 
body was flown home to his 
widow in Hamden, Conn, in 
mid-May. 


Crowley was later arrested) 


and charged with causing Jones’ 
death in a drunken brawl in 
their suite early on the morn- 
ing of May. 8. 

The husky, 49-year-old former 
Yale football star, who is mar- 
ried to Jones’ sister and Was 
his business partner in three 
multimillion dollar New Haven 
firms, has pleaded innocent. 


Kissinger said he received the 
threatening telephone calls at 
his home shortly before he re- 
turned to Japan this month to 
appear as a defense witness. 
He said one of the callers told 
him “he was a friend and was 
giving me good advice—not to 
go to Japan.” 

The court has scheduled its 
next hearing in the drawn-out 
trial, which began July 3, for 
Oct. 1.

Figures for brothel operators 
vary widely because many 
closed down their houses too 
fast for adequate recording 
during or after the one-year 
grace period before the law was 
e.forced and those in the 
border-line areas or “semi-red 
light districts” were often not 
counted. 


However, many former broth- 
el operators have been increa;- 
ingly reverting to their old pro- 
fessions in camouflaged forms. 
They complained of difficulties 
in gaining a living in new 
trades due to lack of experi- 


ences, 
They have been opening 
hotel or drinking and eating 


establishments of dubious char- 
acter where former prostitutes 
can easily solicit customers. 

In three months since April 
, 135 eases of violation of 
the new law at such places 
were listed in Tokyo alone. The 
situation was similar in Kyoto, 
Fukuoka, Chiba, Nagano, Shizu- 
oka and Kanagawa prefectures. 

Increasingly clever and com- 
plex methods of utilizing the 
loopholes in the law or fooling 
the police are being adopted. 
The Western-style call-girl sys- 
tem is now quite popular in 
urban areas. Gangsterism 
naturally quite frequently goes 
hand in hand with such secret 
operations. 

As of the prostitutes them- 
selves, about half of the estimat- 
ed total of 158,000 have simply 
“disappeared” from police eyes 
by officially reporting that they 
had “gone home,” 

(The number of women in 
full-fledged houses was esti- 
mated at 55,000 and the 
total of those working in all 
houses of prostitution, register- 
ed or not, at some 158,000.) 

A large majority are apparent- 
ly back at their original trade 
at the socalled “hotels” and 
“bars” of their former em- 
ployers. Those taking to the 
streets themselves are natural- 
ly “protected” by hoodlums who 
sometimes ‘blackmail the giris’ 
customers. 

Although stili in the minor 
ity, some former prostitutes have 
made news by their unusually 
successful rehabilitation in new 
honest occupations or in mar 
riages, A team of 15 such wom- 
en are now gaining popularity 
as tourist guides at Nagaoka, 
on the Izu Peninsula. One wom- 
an in Tochigi Prefecture is now 
a junior high school teacher 
while another is making a tidy 
sum as a florist in Kochi 

But the over-all picture is 
growing darker. As of the end 
of July, the Polke Agency 
counted 6,828 cases of violation 
of the law in the country. All 
police forces were ordered to 
be on the alert against a fur- 
ther increase, especially cases 
involving gangsters. 

More than 9 per cent of pro- 
stitutes arrested so far had 
venereal diseases, posing a 
serious national heaith prob- 
lem. Juvenile victims of such 
diseases are on the rise, it is 
noted, 

Sexual crimes, naturally ex- 
pected to rise following the out- 
lawing of prostitution, have 
shot up surprisingly. In To- 
kyo alone, there have been 265 
known cases between April and 
August. This is more than 
double the 118 for the corre- 
sponding 1957 period.

Rise by 50% 


The budget requirements of 
ministries and agencies for fis- 
cal 1959, beginning next April, 
which have been presented to 
the Finance Ministry amount to 
¥1,912,169 million, 


This was reported by Finance 
Minister Eisaku Sato at a Cabi- 
net meeting vesterday morning. 


The figure includes appropria- 
tions for the Defense Agency 
and other defense purposes. But 
jit excludes Japan's share of the 
Japan-U.S. joint defense cost, 
expenses for the U.S. military 
advisory group as well as ap- 
propriations for payment of 
reparations and other special 
debts. 


The total figure is 154 times 
the fixed budget for this fiscal 
year which amounted to ¥1,- 
244,708 million, excluding the 
share of the defense costs and 
other appropriations. 


The figure is approximately 
¥79,300 million more than the 
budget requirements made for 
the current fiscal year. 


Big budget appropriations ex- 
ceeding ¥100,000 million have 
been sought by the Prime Min- 
ister’s Office, the Finance, Edu- 
cation, Welfare, Agriculture 
Forestry and Construction min- 
istries and the Defense Agency. 

The Prime Minister’s Office 
has sought the largest budget 
of ¥483,012 million, while the 
Defense Agency demanded 
¥149.854 million, in addition to 
¥16,397 million for defense pay- 
ments.

Sma ll Buzzer-Receiver 


Personal Phone Gadget 


By DARRELL GARWOOD 


LONDON (UPI)—Thanks to 
midget transistors taking the 
place of more bulky electronic 
tubes, British scientists and 
engineers have worked out 
several interesting solutions for 
some of the demanding require 
ments of modern telephones. 

One development would make 
it possible for a person to simp- 
ly carry a small buzzer-receiver, 


about the size of a cigarette 
case. When he heard, or felt, 
a slight buzz in his pocket, he 
would know there was a tele 
phone call for him. 

Four Briti¢ch firms including 
Multitone Electrie Co. of Lon- 
don are now manufacturing 
such “staff location svstems.” 
They have been installed in 
about 50 hospitals and in a 


variety of other institutions, In- 
chiding hotels and an aircraft 
carrier. 

If the system were adapted 
for use on a single frequency 
in the home, the cost would 
probably be $60 or $70 a person, 
mainivy for the receivers, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. M. A. Lenihan 
of the Western Hegional Hos- 
pital Board at Glasgow. Leni- 
han, a physicist, was one of the 
originators of the idea. 

Very little insulation is need- 
ed, since the amounts of elec- 
tricity used are trivial. The re- 
ceivers have little mercury bat- 
teries that can be picked up 
for the equivalent of 35 cents 
and last 8 to 10 weeks. 

The 625-bed Western Infirm- 
ary at Glasgow was first to in- 
stall personal calling. The sys- 
tem there has now been in ope- 
ration two years. 

Western Infirmary has found 
that the electronic system has 
reduced the average time spent 
in locating individuals from 80 
to 35 seconds, while the aver- 
age time for answering in- 


quiries about patients has been 
cut from 54 to 15 seconds. 

But another dividend may be 
equally important from the 
standpoint of jangled nervous 
Systems: the telephones — at 
Western Infirmary almost never 
ring. 

The reason is that the doctors 
are being notified of calls on 
their personal receivers, which 
weigh 5.4 ounces and cannot be 
heard by a second person even 
two or three feet away. Once 
notified, they pick up the near- 
est telephone, and there is no 
ringing anywhere. 

The personal 
Cidentally, have advantages over 
board lighting systerns in that 
they are always with the phy- 
siclans and do not distract from 
their attention unless they have 
calls, 

If used in the home or else- 
where, Lenihan says it would 
be a simple matter, costing per- 
haps $20, to arrange for an in- 
audible “burr” to send a mMag- 
netic-induction spark through 
the wire and notify members of 
the household or office that the 
telephone required their atten- 
Lion, 

The wire could be strung 
around a yar or garden, or to 


receivers, in- 


out-buildings or parts of the 
house where an ordinarv tele 
phone cannot be heard. Or the 


man who just stepped out of 
an office, assuming he was hav- 
ing a cup of coffee or talking to 
a friend nearby, would know 
there was a call on his line, 

One of the British systems, 
about twice as expensive but 
with receivers that still weigh 
only eight or nine ounces, adds 
one-way voice communication to 
tell the paged person the na- 
ture of the call—if there is any- 
one at the telephone to perform 
this service,

Let Your Left Control Your Swing 


The left arm and left hand 
must control the swing even 
though you might want to let 
the right hand and arm take 


charge. 

The left hand and arm 
guide the swing throughout. 
They help you swing the 


club down instead of throw- 
ing it down which will hap- 
pen if the right arm over- 
powers the left. 

I always recommend swine- 
ing the club strictly with the 
left hand. Continue swing- 
ing and increasing the swing 
until you bring the club to 
the top of your backswing.

Resistant to 


_, KYOTO—A_ = synthetic paper 
resistant to wear and tear has 
been perfected by Prof Seizo 
Okamura of the chemical fiber 
laboratory, Department of Tech- 
nology, Kyoto University. 

The world’s first “untearable 
paper” will shortly be manu- 
factured on a commerical basis. 

Its chemical structure and 
manufacturing process are ex- 
pected to be revealed by the in- 
ventor at the High Polymer 
Chemistry Society's lecture 
meeting to be held today at To- 
kyo University. 

Okamura and his co-workers 
started their research three 
years ago in an attempt to find 
a synthetic paper which does not 
depend on natural raw material, 
wood pulp, the supply of which 
is limited afid may possibly be 
exhausted in the not-too-remote 
future. 

The new product utilizes the 
adhesive property (when heated 
to 212 F.) and solubility in water 
of synthetic resins of the poly- 
vinyl alcohol group, which are 
obtained in the process of manu- 
facturing vinvion, invented by 
Prof. Ichiro Sakurada of the 
same laboratory. 

it is manufactured with the 
same equipment as ordinary 
paper. The only difference in 
the manufacturing process is 
that synthetic fibers are used as 
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Wear, Tear 


raw 
pulp. 

Tests have proved that it is 
far lighter than conventional 
paper (its specific gravity is 1.1 
aS against 1.6), highly resistant 
to wear and tear (it stands 
10,000 foldings and unfoldings), 
quite waterproof, permits more 
air ventilation and won't decay.

Exports of Chinaware 


To U.S. May 


Drop Off 


By SHELDON WESSON 


NAGOYA—Despite the gains 
scored in the first half of this 
vear (2.7 per cent in dollar 
value), exports of ceramic wares 
to the United States for the full 
year are not expected to reach 
the record-high 1957 figure of 
$36 million. 

The quantity of goods avail- 
able to U.S. stores for autumn 
and Christmas business is gen- 
erally larger in the tableware 
category and smaller in the nov- 
elties category. But these gen- 
eralities obscure a shift in the 
novelties business, away from 
figurines and into more utilitar- 
ian kitchen and household items. 
Within these generalities, too, 
there is a shift of much busi- 
ness from china into earthen- 
ware, because of the more at- 
tractive prices and lower import 
tariffs. 

Slower business in the States 
this year has induced American 
buyers to delay placing reor- 
ders of autumn lines, so that 
medium and smaller manufac- 
turers and exporters have been 
gettifig a bit anxious. By 
November, they feel, they will 
have a good idea of prospective 
business volume for 1959 spring 
goods. 

Top manufacturers of brand- 
ed tableware lines are re 
ported well booked up, and gen- 
erally holding prices steady. 
Second-line sources are cutting 
prices a few percentage points. 
Reduced prices in novelty lines 
have brought manufacturers 
pretty much down to produc- 
tion costs, exporters Say, eX- 
pressing the fear that any 
further reductions may mean 
only lower qualities exported. 

The back-up of goods for the 
now-vanished Indonesian mar- 
ket is having an effect on tie 
U.S. export trade which is 
more psychological than actual, 
industry sources say. The talk 
of the bow! and plate makers, 
who serve the Southeast Asia 
market, about making goods 
for the States, is a threat only 
to the low-end lines. 

The quality standards of these 
makers are far below the stan- 
dards required for the U5. 
market. Good quality tableware 
is already being exported at or 
close to the check price. If 
the check price is strongly de- 
fended and maintained, then 
these plate makers cannot sell 
lower quality goods in competi- 
tion with the wares now being 
shipped to the States—so runs 
the argument, 

The plate makers for the Asian 
markets could conceivably work 
into the simpler lines of the 
low-end novelty and kitchen- 
ware business, it is conceded— 
and that is where they are 
being watched. 

The problem in Indonesia 
(basically an internal problem 
in that nation’s economy) is fol- 
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lowed by a growing export of 
ceramic wares by Red China, it 
is reported. Burma and Singa- 
pore have been the first major 
points for this merchandise to 
appear. 

Quality is reported to be low- 
ed than Japanese goods, but 
prices*are said to be 20 to 30 
per cent below Japan's check 
prices. Even if this report is 
an exaggeration in degree, any 
calculable price differential is 
an important sales advantage in 
this price-conscious market. 
And, as in the case of textiles, 
the Japanese ceramics makers 
have the helpless feeling that 
Chinese prices are set arbitrari- 


lv below their quotations—so 
how to fight back?

Iron Mission

Payments for the goods will 
be made within a period of 12 
years, with payment deferred 
in the initial three . years. 

A plant purchase mission 
consisting of two Japanese and 
three Brazilians will be estab- 
lished in Tokyo shortly to con- 
clude contracts with various 
steel makers on the purchase 
of rolling machines and other 
related machinery,

It would be a crude and superficial view of the circum. 
stances to regard this disparity in imports and exports in 
the American trade as all loss, for, as Mr. Asakai rightly 
pointed out in his speech, with these large imports from 
the United States a great number of Japanese manufac- 
turers and retail traders are benefitted. 

Nevertheless, there is an urgent need to enlarge Japa- 
nese exports to the United States, We do not wish to reduce 
imports of American goods and it is not proposed to at- 
tempt to do so if we can step up exports. Although Japan's 
economic position may not be fully realized throughout the 
United States, there is no doubt that Americans generally 


are ready to help this country 


as much as possible so long 


as their owh vital industries are not injured and their 


people thrown out of work. 


The fundamental fact that must not be forgotten is 


that Americans do not need 


Japanese goods as much as 


Japan needs the foodstuffs, raw materials and machinery 


whieh she imports from the United States. 


Indeed, many 


articles of Japanese manufacture which are being sold to- 
day in the American market could not have heen made in 
this country except for basic imports from the United 


States, 


That being the case we have to ask ourselves what can 


be done to secure a less severe trade imbalance. 


No ready 


overall answer can be found. Mr. Asakai declared that there 
had been some encouraging developments and cited the ex- 
tension of the United States reciprocal trade program and 
recent talks between U.S. Secretary of State Dulles with 


Foreign Minister Fujivama. 


But he pointed out that there 


remained to be worked out a plan of cooperative action, and 
that the Japanese people were sensitive to whatever hap- 
pened in the United States to place restrictions on their 


exports. 


We fully share this sensitivitv of which Mr. Asakai 


spoke, but 


we understand that in today’s circumstances 


some restrictions on trade ere certain to be placed from 
time to time not only by the United States but by all com- 


mercial nations. 


So many countries are how producing much the same 
classes of goods that there is a powerful incentive for each 
manufacturing nation fo seek some protection from govern- 


ment for various domestic industries. 


The consequences 


are apt to be far-reaching and complicated but one conclu- 
sion we have come to is that there is need for closer co- 
operation among the various nations of the Free World on 
trade matters and a greater spirit of give-and-take, 


Where 


industries are only maintained by artificial 


means, and even then with doubtful success, it is better to 


buy abroad if the price is right. 


The main argument for 


protection, it has always seemed to us, is only good on 
condition that an infant industry, after it is once established 
and ceases to be an infant industry, is then able to take 


care of itself without further protection. 


Otherwise, it is 


a policy for keeping alive industries that were better dead. 


An American Commerce Department official, Mr. Henry 
Kearns, told the Far East conference that any great Far 
East economic expansion depended on the steps Asian 


countries took to improve their investment climates. 


He 


declared that from the standpoint of potential United States 
investors, the climate for private foreign investment in 
most countries of the Far Bast left much to be desired. 
We realize the importance of foreign investmenis but 
Mr. Kearns perhaps fails to realize the natural reluctance 
of Asian nations to place too large a part of their economy 


in outside hands. 


So far as Japan is concerned, since the end of the 
Pacific War she has admitted a good deal of foreign invest- 
ment one way or another In her economy and with fairly 
harmonious results. But she has made many sacrifices and 
put forth great efforts to build up her own capital resources 
with a success that is the admiration of other nations. That 
is the better way in most circumstances: for a large in- 
vestment from abroad is to some extent a tax on the future 
and may even prove an obstacle to domestic enterprise. 
Technical tieups are, of course, in a. different category to 
an out-and-out investment in cash. 


Prospects of A-Power __. 


Peaceful Uses of Nuclear Energy More Difficult Than Expected 


To put it bluntly, possession 
of nuclear bomba is now widely 
recognized as the symbol of the 
big powers. And it is no smali 
wonder that the big powers are 
also competing in publicizing 
their atoms-for-peace programs, 
which certainly deserve ap- 
preciation because of their con- 
tribution to the material welfare 
of mankind. 


In this regard, the second 
United Nations conference on 
the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy Was no exception. The 
A-for-peace confab, which wound 
up its two-week session at 
Geneva on Sept. 13, was a gigan- 
tic festival extolling the achieve- 
ments made in the field of 
peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

The impressive exhibits of the 
United States outdid the dis- 
plays of the Soviet Union and 
Britain at the Palais de Na- 
tions in Geneva. Japanese 
newsmen, reporting this, added 
that the Japanese entries in the 
exhibition were all too poor in 
comparison, 


The festive character of the 
atoms-for-peace conference, how- 
ever, must not Jead one to be- 
little its essential significance in 
international interchange of 
scientific Knowledge. Viewed in 
retrospect, the achievement of 
the conference stands out clear- 
ly in terms of new information 
made available through it. 

One important revelation was 
made on Sept. 30, when France 
made public the technical de- 
tails of what is known as the 
“vaseous diffusion” method. 


Separating Uranium 


It is one method to separate 
uranium-255 from uranium-238, 
a process essential to the pro- 
duction of uranium bombs, as 
well as to utilization of enriched 
uranium in atomic reactors. 

Nowadays it is. a well-known 
fact that uranium atoms must 
be split or fissioned to get ener- 
gy from them. While uranium- 
235 jis fissionable, uranium-238 
cannot be fissioned unless it is 
changed into plutonium-239. Na- 
tural uranium contains 99.29 per 
cent of uranium-238 and 0.71 
per cent of uranium-235., 


The A-bomb that was dropped 
on Hiroshima, for instance, was 
made of uranium-235, which 
was separated from uranium-238 
through the gaseous diffusion 
method. For peaceful use in 
atomic reactors, the same 
method is used to increase the 
density of uranium-235. 


The atoms of wuranium-235 
have a mass of 235 atomic units, 
while those of uranium-23 
have a mass of 238. Any method 
of separating one from the 
other must rely solely on this 
difference of slightly more than 
1 per cent in the respective 
masses of the atoms, because the 
two varieties are chemically 
identical. 

When uranium hexafluoride— 
a uranium compound—is vapor- 
ized, the lighter molecules of 
uranium-235 move about more 
swiftiv than the heavier 
uranium-238 hexafluoride. Be- 
cause of this difference, the 
former pass through micro- 
scopic pores of a wall with 
slightly greater ease and speed 
than do those of the latter, 


Kept Secret 


The socalled gaseous diffu- 
sion method, as far as its prin- 
ciple is concerned, is nothing 
but the repetition of this selec- 
tive passage of uranium 
hexafluoride through a porous 
wall. But its technical details 
have been guarded as secret 
by the United States, Britain 
and the Soviet Union. 


In announcing four treatises 
on the subject, France ex- 
pressed the hope that the big 
powers would follow suit. Sir 
John Cockcroft, Nobel Prize 
winner and leader of the Brit- 
ish delegation, said, however, 
the information disclosed -by 
France was sufficient to con- 
struct a gaseous diffusion plant. 

It seems, therefore, that any 
country of the world can now 
proceed with the production of 
enriched uranium. The supply 
of natural uranium is now

The Liberal-Democratic Par- 
tv's basic policy for compilation 
of a budget for fiscal 1959 is 
considered pertinent in itself. It 
is proper for the ruling party 
to express views on the budget 
and to reach an understanding 
with the Cabinet on the issue. 
However, the party should re- 
frain from meddling in detailed 
contents of the budget because 
such may be tantamount to the 
party's infringement of the Cabi- 
net’s right to compile a budget. 
The Cabinet, therefore, should 
act on its own to draft a budg: 
et. In compiling the budget for 
fiscal 1959, the rate of economic 
growth will prove an important 


factor. According to the Eco 
nomic Planning Agency. the 
rate is 4 per cent. But it is 


our view that the Government 
should have conducted a more 
detailed study of the rate in 
drafting the budget. Should the 
rate be considered lower than 
previously forecast, it will. be 
necessary for the Government 
to take measures to stimulate 
the economy in the budget. It 
is hoped that the Government 
will work out: a budget to en- 
able Japan to counter the eco 
nomic depression.

The Welfare Ministry has 
made public its national annui- 
ty system.

dapan’s Concern 


At present, enriched uranium 
is being supplied to Japan oy 
the United States under the 
atomic energy agreement. But 
it is considered necessary in 
Japan to keep an eye on the 
possibility of producing enrich- 
ed uranium on her own or 
through cooperation wich 
ASIATOM, should an interna- 
tional organ such as that be 
created by India, Japan and 
other Asian nations, 

But Japan’s immediate con- 
cern is another plan to import 


a different type of reactor, 
known as the Calder Hall 
model, This reactor does not 


need enriched uranium, as it 
uses natural uranium as fuel, 

Uranium-238, or the non- 
fissionable component of 
uranium, is turned into fission- 
able plutonium-239 in an atom- 
ic reactor, Besides being 
toxic when inhaled, plutonium 
is very difficult to handle in 
peaceful uses because of its 
metallurgical natune. 

In this connection, Japanese 
scientists have sounded a warn- 
ing that the Calder Hall reactor 
is unsafe because the nuclear 
reaction in it may progress as 
the temperature rises. In 
other words, it was alleged, 
there was danger of the reactor 
getting out of control. 

At the’ A-for-peace  confer- 
ence, the Japanese delegates, as 
well as Japanese newsmen, 
were eager to get some informa- 
tion as to the safety of the 
Calder Hall reactor, which Ja- 
pan is planning to import, 

Calder Hall Reactor 


The British delegation 
mitted the alleged danger 
theoretically but said no 
danger was experienced ia 
practice up to a burnaip of 500 
megawatt-days per ton. 

The burn-up is a technical 
unit representing the number 
of megawatts (one megawatt ‘is 
1,000. kilowatts). of power 
produced in operation, mul- 
tiplied by the number of days 
of oper-tion and divided by the 
number of tons of uranium. 
But here it suffices to under- 
stand the indicated value mere- 
ly a8 a certain technical limit. 
The value is comparatively 
small, because the reactor is 
designed for double purposes of 
production of plutonium and 
also of power generation. 
reactor in 
Japan is expected to be operat- 
ed at 3,000 megawatt-days per 
ton and there is a wide gap 
between this figure and the 
figure assured at Geneva. Be- 
cause of this gap, some Japa- 
nese scientists are again raising 
bitter criticism against the 
policy to import the reactor. 

New Sources Needed 


There is, however, a serious 
need for Japan to explore the 
new sources of energy to keep 
up. her industrial activities in 
the future. The new sources 
of energy mean either power 
from atomic reactors or power 
from nuctear fusion, which re- 
quires yet a technological pro- 
gress equal to taming the H- 
bombs. 

The Geneva conference has 
shown clearly that the research 
on nuclear fusion is still in the 
theoretical stage, although the 
experimental fusion devices 
from the United States, Britain 
and the Soviet Union commanda- 
ed major attention at the ex-

hibition. 

At the time of the first A-for- 
peace conference in 1955, hopes 
were voiced that nuclear fusion 
might sueceed in 20 years. But 
it seems that the goal is now 
as rémote as ever or it has 
further receded toward the end 
of this century. 

And even the prospects of 
peaceful uses of fission 
power have turned out to be not 
so easy as once imagined three 
years ago, 

Sobering Outlook 

At present, there are only 14 
electric power reactors through- 
out the world with a total power 
output of 210,000 KW. The 
United States has eight includ- 
ing the famous reactor at Ship- 
pingport, Pa, Britain has three 


Calder Hall reactors, 
The ‘Soviet Union has two 


including the first one built in 
1954, The existence of the second 
one with a 100,000 KW output 
was dramatically announced at 
the Geneva conference, togeth.- 
er with a plan to construct 
eight more. France has one and 
building two more at Marcoule 
near Avignon, 

The sum total of all these 
shows that the progress of the 
atoms-for-peace programs has 
been far slower than expected, 
The difficulties have been 
greater than expected. 

With the outlook thus sober- 
ing, the need is apparent that 
the Government authorities and 
the scholars should cooperate 
more closely with each other to 
lay a firm groundwork for 
Japan's atomic energy industry.

W hither— American Spirit 


To the Editor: 

As a patriotic Japanese, in- 
creasingly concerned about our 
nation’s position in the speedily 


fluctuating international situa- 
tion, I have never felt so dis- 


appointed as now after having 
read the copyrighted columns 
appearing on your. editorial 
page the past few days. 

First Joseph Alsop, then Drew 
Pearson, and finally Walter 
Lippman, all wham I am made 
to believe are the guardians of 
the outspoken American con- 
science, have made public their 
that the Quemoy and 
Matsu islands on the Taiwan 
battlefront are not worth a 
single drop of sweat (let alone 
blood) to defend. 

To be sure, Pearson merely 
reported on the suspected mer- 
cenary activities of certain 
Chinese statesmen in America, 
but the report was tantamount 
to a declaration under the pres- 
ent circumstances, 

Alas, where is the apirit 
which in the not-too-distant past 
proclaimed unhesitatingiy and 
virilely on every available oc- 
casion those democratic princi- 
ples giving hope to the world 
of a new era of humanely pro- 
ductive civilization? Where 
the spirit which carried the 
Americans through the bloody 
beaches of Normandy; through 
the jungles of Guadalcanal and 
sands of Iwojima? Yes, where 
the spirit which finally over- 
came the uncompromising Nazis 
and (lil say it!) us who dream- 
ed only of the racial millenium 
when history ordained that 
mankind was at last equal to 
the task of living under mass 
idealism? I searched in vain for 
even the slightest hint in the 
above-mentioned columns of the 
idealism normally attributed to 
America. 

After the chagrin, guilt and 
shame of defeat, many of us 
have awakened to the realiza- 
tion that we here in Asia and, 
especially Japan, were but igno- 
rant pawns in the inevitable 
tide of history obliterating 
colonialism and upholding inde- 
pendence as a necessary prelude 
to democratic government. 

Without doubt, the price paid 
to have the sign “Dogs and Chi- 
nese not allowed” removed from 
the entrance to the Westerners’ 
park on the Shanghai Bund and 
to have relinquished the power 
of the white “tuans” and 
“sahibs” from Indonesia and 
the British colonies in Southeast 
Asia was too high and bloody 
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and the greater burden of the 
blame rests perhaps with us 
here in Japan; but the time is 
here, now, with all the impact 
of immediacy when these in- 
dependent nations must choose 
between a system of humane 
liberty or its antithesis, a ritual- 
istic mass mobilization. 

By its own nature, democracy, 
I am often told, precludes the 
usage of glaring catch-phrases, 
and one otherwise intelligent 
American has written that 
democracy is the plain and color- 
less right of the people to say 
no to their government—no 
more, no less! Anyone who has 
given any thought to the sub- 
ject, [T am sure, will agree with 
me that there are many more, 
and more colorful, facets to 
democracy than that. 

Granted the accuracy of the 
no theory, there must first be 
a government which will per- 
mit the objection of its citizens, 
and to establish such a govern- 
ment will require an irresistible 
inspiring of the masses, an 
enormous effort at education, 
electrifying leadership and, ves, 
even forcible compuision § at 
times, all of which are pres- 
singly required in the vacuum 
that is Asia in the face of the 
brazen manifestations of the 
Communists. 

A perusal of the columnists’ 
reports which have inspired 
this diatribe will show that I 
am told is the “realistic” ap- 
proach to politics, or shail I say, 
downright pragmatism. But let 
me warn the well-informed 
journalists (oh, if they will only 
condescend to listen) that they 
are attempting the pragmatistic 
approach in an area of the world 
which has been trained and im- 
bued in such a practice from 
long before they could recollect 
their respective ancestries, 

Have they ever stopped to 
consider the possibility that, dis- 
couraged by the lack of Amer- 
ican support, the Chinese on 
Taiwan might relinquish them- 
selves and the island to their 
relatives and one-time friends 
on the continent—after, of 
course, a mutual ritual of face- 
saving common in the Orient? 

Have they ever stopped to 
think that there may be here in 
Japan people, especially elderly 
ones, abnormally sensitive to 
attitude-changes who might not 
consider it unreasonable to de- 
duce that there may come a time 
when the Americans will say 
that these islands lying off the 
Siberian - Manchurian - Chinese 
coasts are not worth fighting for 
to defend? When Japan will be 
a mere “embarrassing predica- 
ment”—an “untenable situation” 
—an “entangled alliance’? 

I am perhaps least qualified 
to speak about those democratic 
principles against which I once 
fired an angry bullet, but may 
the spirits of my proud ances- 
tors forever forbid me from 
their eternal tea-session if I 
were to remain quiet while a 
group of soft-bellied journalists 
betrayed the thousands of de- 
termined youth fighting des- 
perately to defend an island 
and a bright hope under mer- 
ciless modern artillery shelling! 

How about offering an un- 
stinting hurrah to those brave 
youths on Quemoy (and, may 
I add, to others on the barren 
slopes of the 38th paraliel). 

I retain the prerogative under 
democracy of remaining in- 
cognito, for I am not ready for 
an open fight yet.

The agreements re- 
centiy reached between India 
and Japan with regard to yen 
credit, Indo-Japanese _— trade, 
textile machinery, the Rourkela 
iron ore project, the. technical 
training scheme, restoration of 
Japanese assets, etc. are ali 
significant landmarks which are 
bound to lead to greater col- 
laboration and friendliness in 
economic and ‘other fields be- 
tween the two countries. 


The visit of the President of 
India to Japan will no doulst 
help to further tighten the 
bonds of friendship which ak 
ready bind the two countries, 


It is gratifying to note that 
trade between the two coun- 
tries has been ‘increasing in re- 
cent years. Imports from India 
into Japan which amounted to 
only about £18 million in 1964 
rose to £37 million in 1957. 
Exports from Japan to India 
similarly rose from £16 million 
in 1954 to £40 million in 1957. 


Japan is the third largest 
among the countries in respect 
of exports from India, being 
next only to the U.K. and U.5.A,; 
and fourth largest in respect 
of imports into India, being next 
only t6 the U.K., U.S.A. and 
West Germany. Similarly, for 
Japan, India is the third largest 
among countries in’ respect of 
exports from Japan, being next 
only to U.S.A. and Hongkong, 
and fifth largest in respect of 
imports into Japan being next 
only to the U.S.A, Australia, 
Malaya and the Philippines. 

Items of Export 


The main items of imports 
from India into Japan are iron 
ore (£14 million in 1957), raw 
cotton (£17 million in 1957), 
cotton waste, iron and steel 
scrap, Manganese ore and salt. 
Mica, coir yarn and shellac are 
also important items of import 
inasmuch as India is the prin- 
cipal supplier of these items to 
Japan, though the value of im- 
ports individually in respect of 
these items is comparatively not 
large. 

Besides these items, India, 15 
in a position to supply in in- 
creased quantities to Japan, tea, 
coffee, molasses, tobacco, spices 
and curry powder, cashew Ker- 
nels, kapok, paimyra fiber, 
sandalwood oil, hides and skins 
and other animal products, etc. 

Exports to India from Japan 
before the last war were con- 
fined largely to consumer goods. 
After the termination of the war, 
with the emergence of India as 
a, free country with extensive 
plans for industrialization and 
for rapid improvement of the 
standard of living of the people, 
the emphasis on exports to In- 
dia from Japan has been shift- 
ing gradually to capital goods 
required for manufacture of 
finished products in India. 


The main items of exports 
from Japan to India in recent 
years have accordingly been 
iron and steel products (£19 
million in 1957), railway rolling 
stock equipment (£6 million in 
1957), textile machinery, etc. 


Trade Agreement 


On Feb. 4, 1958, a Trade 
Agreement was signed in Tokyo 
between the Governments of In- 
dia and Japan. In this agree- 
ment both Governments agreed 
that each party will accord to 
the other most favored nation 
treatment with respect to 
various matters such as customs 
tariff,. entry, stay and travel, 
shipping and navigation, ete. 

Article IV’of the agreement 
provides that the two parties 
undertake to cooperate for 
mutual benefit with a view to 
expanding trade and strength- 
‘ening economic relations be- 
tween the two countrics. Follow- 
ing the conclusion of the agree- 
ment letters were exchanged 
between the delegations of the 
two Governments reaffirming 
their desire to expand trade 
between the two countries to 
the maximum extent practicable 
in respect of various commod- 
ities, It is hoped that as a result 
of this agreement, trade be- 
tween the two countries will 
expand considerably hereafter. 

An important feature to be 
noted in this connection is that 
India’s second five-year plan of 
development needs for its im- 
plementation enormous imports 
of machinery of all kinds and 
metal and metal products for 
increasing the industrial produc- 
tion of the country, chemicals 
and fertilizers for increasing

Unfortunately the import 
needs at present are so large 
and the possibilities for exports 
from India are so much limited 
by restrictions imposed by im- 
porting countries, that an acute 
shortage of foreign exchange 
has developed in India in 
recent months, which in turn 
has compelled the Government 
of India severely to restrict 
imports of comparatively less 
essential iterns, 

Foreign Aid 

It is hoped that in order to 
enable India to increase her 
foreign exchange earnings and 
thereby to pay for her increased 
import needs, importing coun- 
tries like Japan will further 
increase their offtake of various 
commodities which India is in 
a position to offer, such as 
mineral ores, salt, tea, coffee, 
coal and coke, tobacco, cashew 
kerhels, etc. 

Another way of enabling 
India to meet her present heavy 
import needs is by extension of 
foreign aid joans and supplies 
on easy deferred payment 
terms. It is gratifying to note 
that India’s approaches to 
friendly foreign countries for 
foreign aid and deferred pay- 
ment facilities have met with 
considerable amount of success, 
This is due no doubt to the 
genuine spirit of friendliness 
and cooperation displayed by 
these countries, which is so 
greatly appreciated by the 
Indian people. 


The offer of yen credit by 
Japan, and similar foreign aid 
in varying measures by many 
other foreign countries such as 
US.A., USSR, UK. France; 
West Germany, ete, will no 
doubt go a long way in easing 
India’s foreign exchange difficul-

ties in enabling her to meet 
her heavy import needs for 
the implementation of the 


second five-year plan. 
Temporary Measures 


Tt must be recognized, how- 
ever, that all these means of 
foreign aid are, in their very 
nature, temporary palliatives 
to meet a difficult situation. 
Ultimately, India has to depend 
on the strength of her economy 
which is to be built up through 
these and other measures. 

Even for repaying the com- 
mitments assumed under these 
aid programs, the need for 
India to maintain her export 
trade at the highest possibile 
level cannot be overemphasized. 

In fact, it has been partly be- 
cause of inadequate foreign ex- 
change earnings through her 
export trade, that the Govern- 
ment of India have been compel- 
led recentiv to further tighten 
their import policy and to re- 
strict import of capital goods as 
a rule generally to cases where 
the first payment falls due 
sometime after 1961 or 1962. 

Sometimes a criticism is 
heard that India’s plans for 
development are overambitious. 
One has only to take into ac- 
count the fact that the present 
per capita income in India is 
hardly about $50 a year and that 
all that is aimed at under the 
second five-year plan is to in- 
crease this only to about $62 a 
year which will still be far be- 
low even the existing level of 
income in any developed coun- 
try. This proposed increase can, 
therefore, hardly be considered 
as ambitious; in fact, it may 
even be considered to err on the 
side of modesty, 


Investments From Abroad 


Another important means of 
meeting the present shortage of 
foreign exchange in India, is 
through securing investment of 
foreign capital in India either 
directly or in the form of plant 
and machinery in India. Side 
by side with the approaches for 
foreign aid, the Government of 
India has accordingly been eén- 
deavoring to make it clear to 
foreign countries that they 
welcome foreign capital to In- 
dia in any form (subject to 
some conditions affecting vital 
national interests) and have 
announced a number of tax con- 
oe to attract foreign cap- 
ital. 

These include exemption of 
new undertakings from tax on 
profits up to 6 per cent of cap- 
ital employed, for a period of 
five years, exemption from cor- 
poration tax altogether in the 
case of certain specified indus- 
tries, exemption of foreign tech- 
nicians from income tax for a 
period of three years, etc. 

The Government of India has 
also made it repeatedly clear 
that their policy is to permit 
remittance of profits outside In- 
dia and even repatriation of 
capital. 

As a result of these and other 
concessions that are being ex- 
tended to foreign capital, it is 
hoped that industrialists of 
Japan and other industrially ad- 
vanced countries will increas- 
ingly come forward with plans 
for investments in India, 

The inherent soundness of 
the economic situation in the 
country is amply demonstrated 
by the absence of inflation, 
steady increase in agricultural 
and industrial production, 
balanced conditions in the 
money market and the continu- 
ed strength of the Indian rupee. 

The existing shortage of for- 
eign exchange has little re- 
levance to the soundness of the 
economy of the country, There 
is increasing confidence in In- 
dia that in the fulfilment of the 
aspirations of the Indian peo- 
ple, India can count upon 
Japan's stanch friendship, 
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
